FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

AVON  PLACE  HOME. 


We  offer  our  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  to  our  friends 
and  the  Cambridge  public  ;  grateful  that,  with  small  means 
and  limited  space,  we  have  been  able  to  help  and  comfort 
so  many  parents  and  children. 

We  have  few  new  facts  to  present,  for  the  Home  varies 
little  in  its  methods  of  work  from  year  to  year. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  about  as  usual. 
We  have  had  some  very  severe  cases  of  whooping-cough, 
and  we  are  sorry  to  record  two  deaths  from  cholera  in¬ 
fantum, —  both  children  under  a  year  old,  who  might  have 
resisted  the  disease  if  it  had  not  been  aggravated  by  the 
terrible  cough.  All  that  skilful  medical  attendance  and 
tender  nursing  could  do  for  them  was  done  ;  but  the  ex¬ 
ceptionally  unhealthy,  damp  summer  was  very  unfavorable 
to  their  recovery. 

We  have  received  into  the  Home  since  our  last  Report 
eighteen  children  in  addition  to  those  remaining  from  last 
year.  Two  have  been  taken  by  families, — not  adopted; 
two  have  died;  ten  have  been  removed  by  their  parents,— 
in  all  fourteen  children  removed  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
We  have  now  our  usual  number,  —  twenty-five,  —  and  all 
in  good  health. 

Our  excellent  Matron  still  continues  her  work,  and  her 
services  are  very  valuable.  The  Assistant  Matron,  who  has 
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been  with  us  three  years,  has  felt  it  her  duty  to  leave  us, 
and  we  hope  that  a  new  field  of  usefulness  will  open  to 
her,  adapted  to  her  strong*  desire  for  Christian  work. 

Our  physicians  have  given  their  services  for  the  health 
of  the  children,  for  which  kind  care  they  have  our  hearty 
thanks. 

We  have  to  acknowledge  many  substantial  marks  of 
interest  in  our  work.  A  lady  of  Cambridge,  who  does  not 
allow  her  name  to  be  given,  received  two  legacies  of  a  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  each,  and  has  generously  given  them  to  us,  to 
use  as  we  please.  A  vote  of  the  Trustees  devotes  this 
offering  as  a  foundation  stone  for  a  new  building.  We 
consider  it  a  sacred  trust,  and  hope  that  the  superstruc¬ 
ture  may  prove  worthy  of  the  interesting  gift.  A  class  of 
boys  in  Mr.  Hall’s  Sunday-school,  in  Harvard  Square,  pro¬ 
vided  a  charming  Christmas  entertainment  for  our  children 
in  the  vestry  of  the  church.  An  expert  accountant,  Mr. 
Henry  A.  Piper,  has  given  most  valuable  assistance  to  our 
Treasurer  as  to  the  best  method  of  keeping  her  books,  and 
this  without  compensation.  Mr.  J.  Rayner  Edmands  has 
sent  to  us  one  thousand  dollars  as  a  memorial  of  his  wife, 
Helen  L.  Edmands,  a  lady  whose  short  life  was  full  of  loving 
helpfulness  to  all  who  needed  her  aid.  Mr.  Edmands  does 
not  restrict  us  in  the  use  of  the  money,  but  suggests  that 
if  directly  or  indirectly  it  might  “  further  the  sending  the 
children  away  from  the  Home  upon  vacations  needed  for 
their  health,  it  would  be  especially  in  line  with  her 
methods.” 

We  cannot  pass  over  with  slight  notice  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  event  of  the  year.  One  of  our  Trustees,  Miss  Murdock, 
was  able  to  carry  out  a  long-cherished  idea  of  giving  at  her 
sea-shore  home  in  Fairhaven  a  vacation  to  all  the  inmates 
of  the  Avon  Place  Home.  A  kind  friend,  Mrs.  Chad- 
bourne,  of  Cambridge,  gave  a  hundred  dollars  to  assist  her 
in  carrying  out  the  generous  intention.  Mr.  S.  S.  Sleeper, 
also  one  of  our  Trustees,  paid  all  the  car-fares  to  and  from 
Fairhaven ;  and  Mr.  Tufts,  who  has  again  and  again 
offered  his  barge  for  the  pleasure  of  the  children,  trans- 
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ported  them  all  to  the  Old  Colony  Station,  and  home  again, 
free  of  expense.  When  they  arrived  in  Fairhaven,  they 
found  ample  accommodations.  The  children  excited  much 
interest  in  the  inhabitants,  who  ministered  to  their  wants 
and  their  pleasure  constantly  and  wisely.  They  had  the 
use  of  boats ;  and  occasional  drives  in  wagons  and  other 
vehicles  contributed  much  to  the  pleasure  of  their  visit. 
In  five  weeks  the  whole  family  returned  with  renewed 
strength  and  cheerfulness  to  take  up  the  work  of  the 
winter.  Surely  this  “  mercy  ”  was  of  the  “  quality  ”  which 
is  “  twice  blessed.” 

From  Clubs  and  from  individuals  we  have  received 
many  gifts  of  clothing,  of  food,  and  some  luxuries  for  the 
sick. 

Our  pressing  need  is  that  of  a  house  which  should  be  of 
simple  structure,  neither  pretentious  nor  fanciful  in  out¬ 
ward  appearance,  but  perfect  in  sanitary  arrangements, 
and  giving  shelter  and  healthful  accommodations  to  forty 
children.  Even  this  would  hardly  meet  the  demand ;  but 
if  there  were  more  under  one  roof  it  could  not  fulfil  the 
conditions  of  a  Home,  and  we  should  be  sorry  to  call  it  by 
any  other  name.  We  have  in  Cambridge  our  Hospital,  — 
long  may  it  live  and  thrive!  —  our  Christian  Associations, 
our  Social  Union,  our  many  Clubs  and  Societies  formed  for 
the  benefit  of  bur  young  people  ;  but  in  all  the  divisions  of 
Cambridge,  in  its  increasing  population  and  wealth,  we 
have  only  this  one  small  harbor  for  its  destitute  and 
exposed  little  children.  Would  it  not  be  better,  even  in 
the  interests  of  political  economy,  without  regard  to  the 
humanities,  to  expend  time  and  labor  and  money  upon  chil¬ 
dren  still  innocent,  than  to  increase  the  expenses  of  the 
city  for  almshouses  and  reform  schools  ? 

While  asking  for  these  larger  contributions,  the  Trustees 
would  like,  for  the  information  of  those  who  may  become 
interested,  to  give  a  little  sketch  of  the  work  of  the  Home 
since  its  foundation.  In  the  month  of  May,  1874,  through 
the  benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington,  who  still  lives 
to  rejoice  in  its  increasing  prosperity,  this  Home  was  estab- 
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lished  for  the  benefit  of  destitute  children.  He  kept  it 
under  his  own  care  for  some  months,  when  he  gave  it  into 
the  care  of  Trustees  ;  and  it  was  established  in  November, 
1874,  as  a  Corporation,  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts. 
The  Trustees  appointed  by  Mr.  Huntington  were  Dr.  A. 
P.  Peabody,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Paine,  Rev.  D.  O.  Mears,  Mrs. 
Henry  Thayer,  Mr.  B.  F.  Wyeth,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tyler, 
Mrs.  Joseph  Lovering,  Miss  I.  F.  Sanger,  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Richardson.  These  Trustees  received  from  Mr.  Hunting- 
ton  a  deed  of  the  estate,  since  known  as  the  Avon  Place 
Home.  We  began  with  five  children,  increasing  to  four¬ 
teen  the  first  year.  Since  that  time  there  have  been  more 
than  two  hundred  children  admitted.  Of  these,  ten  have 
been  legally  adopted,  twenty-one  taken  to  be  brought  up 
until  of  age  by  others  than  their  parents,  eleven  have  died, 
twenty-five  are  now  at  the  Home  ;  the  one  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  others,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  have  been  re¬ 
moved  by  relatives  and  friends. 

It  is  too  soon  to  give  great  results.  Of  the  few  whom 
we  received  in  the  earliest  days,  we  know  of  one  girl  who 
is  earning  her  living  as  a  type-writer.  One  is  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  and  after  three  years’  service  in  one  family,  is  pre¬ 
paring  herself  for  a  trained  nurse.  Two  others  are  valuable 
to  their  employers  as  domestic  servants  ;  and  we  have 
had  very  few  cases  reported  of  bad  behavior  in  the  children 
who  have  been  with  us  long  enough  to  be  influenced  by 
the  kindly,  judicious  treatment.  Some  of  our  boys  are 
doing  well  at  the  Farm  School.  One  boy,  who  stayed  with 
us  six  years,  and  who  was  adopted  into  a  good  family,  re¬ 
ceived  after  a  year  of  trial  the  unusual  commendation  of  “not 
having  a  single  fault.”  Although  this  unqualified  praise 
might  not  be  quite  deserved,  it  at  least  shows  that  the  affec¬ 
tion  of  the  new  relation  was  parental  even  in  its  blindness. 

We  might  add  much  more  if  space  were  allowed  ;  but  we 
feel  that  even  this  record  of  fifteen  years  of  prosperous, 
successful  work,  carried  on  without  debt,  and  with  strict 
economy,  ought  to  give  us  confidence  in  the  generosity 
of  the  Cambridge  people,  which  alone  can  make  it  possi- 
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ble  to  enlarge  our  usefulness.  We  thank  them  for  their 
past  interest,  and  beg  for  liberal  contributions  to  a  new 
“  Home  for  Children  left  Destitute  within  the  Limits  of 
Cambridge.”

BY-LAWS. 


- • - 

Article  I. 

Membership.  —  The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  seventeen.  Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death, 
by  resignation,  and  by  the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve 
consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  When 
such  failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  record  the 
fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  members.  This 
article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered,  except  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  the  Corporators. 

Article  II. 

Common  Seal.  —  The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall 
be  circular  in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words, 
“  Corporation  of  the  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874,”  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  III. 

Officers.  - —  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  from  the  Corporation  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  some 
adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  accept  office.  They  shall 
severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers,  and  the 
President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient  transaction  of  the  business 
of  the  Corporation.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Corporators 
shall  elect,  to  serve  till  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  a  Board  of 
Advisers,  to  consist  of  five  or  more  persons  who  shall  not  be 
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members  of  the  Corporation,  but  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
consult  and  advise  with  the  Corporators,  and  may,  by  vote  of  the 
Corporators,  be  requested  to  meet  with  any  of  their  committees 
or  to  assist  in  their  work.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once  every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation.  —  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  held  at  the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  November,  at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may 
decide.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some 
convenient  place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to  be 
given  by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual  meeting.  Seven  Corporators 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendments.  —  Articles  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws 
may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the  previous  regular 
meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all 
the  Corporators. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  AVON  PLACE 

HOME,  CAMBRIDGE. 


I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference  shall  be 
given  in  the  following  order  :  First ,  to  orphans  and  foundlings  ;  Second , 
to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surrender  them  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  their  minority;  and  Third, to 
those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  ;  and  if  practicable,  boys  over  nine  and  girls 
over  thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  Home  temporarily,  without  the  parent  or 
guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees,  in  writing,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  adoption  or  during  its  minority,  shall  be  admitted  for  a  definite 
time  only  ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  if  the  same  reasons  continue 
to  exist,  the  Trustees  may  readmit  the  child  for  a  further  definite  time, 
unless  the  child  is  removed  or  given  up  as  above  stated ;  provided 
that,  before  such  second  admission,  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  sign 
a  paper  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees  for  adoption,  unless  it  be 
removed  within  six  months  after  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  it  is 
readmitted. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Admission,  or,  should  they  be  out  of  the  city,  of  any 
three  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting 
Physician. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Trustees  for  approval  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  the  circumstances. 

IV.  No  child  shall  be  allowed,  except  in  an  emergency,  to  be  out  of 
the  Home  after  7  p.m.,  without  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of 
the  Admission  Committee  with  consent  of  the  Matron  previously 
obtained. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  Church  and 
Sunday-school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  Home  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  only ,  from  3  to  5  p.m.,  and  at 
no  other  times,  except  by  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of  the 
Trustees. 

The  nursery  and  playroom  only  shall  be  open  to  the  parents  and 
relatives  of  the  children  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time.
